4s probably dooming retail sales 
of “hard” liquors in Alabama ex- 
cept by State stores. Gov. Dixon 
announced that the State will not 
issue or renew retail liquor li- 
censes for 1943 before he leaves 
office in January. This announce- 
ment, it was pointed out, leaves 
final decision as to whether there 
is to be any sale of liquor other 
than at state stores up to the in- 
coming executive, since 1942 1\- 
censes are not delinquent until 
Jan, 20, and Gov, Dixon will wind 
up his four-year tenure of office 
Jan, 18. However, Goy.-Nominate 
Sparks has let it be known that 
he is giving serious consideration 
to restricting whisky sales to the 
State stores, and Gov. Dixon's an- 
nouncement following their con- 
ference was considered  signifi- 
cant, 
Eight-Month Term 

With reference to the legisla- 
tive session, the major purpose of 
its call, provision for an eight- 
month minimum school term, was 
one of Judge Sparks’ campaign 
pledges, though he made it plain 
that the promise applied to the 
1942-43 term recently begun, and 
that condition of the State's fi- 
nances would determine whether 
the gain could be maintained 
thereafter under stress of war 
conditions. The extension will re- 
quire appropriation of approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 from the edu- 
cational fund surplus, 

A bill will be submitted at the 
special session to provide that 
where any State official or em- 
ploye enters military service, he 
shall not thereby vacate his place, 
but shall receive no pay while 
away, and that the ‘person or 
body” authorized by law to fill a 
vacancy in such case shall name 
@ temporary appointee to hold the 
job and receive the salary in ab- 
sence of the man who hag gone 
to fight for his country. It was 
learned that a similar measure 
will be presented with reference 
to county officials, though it was 
uncertain whether this compan- 
ion bill will include minor county 
employes, Whether a measure of 
like nature affecting city offi- 
cials will be offered appeared un- 
decided.

M. F, McCollough, Biba, will 
serve as chairman; W. A, Bad- 
wards, Enterprise, and J, N, Wal- 
lace, New Brockton, members;

members of the Coffee County 
Farm Machinery Rationing Board, 

The rationing of farm machin- 
ery was ordered Sept. 7 by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington, effective Sept. 17 to Nov. 
1. Dealers throughout the coun- 
ty have been supplied with instruc- 
tions, forms and certificates, ac- 
cording to Hugh D, Sexton, farm 
agent, : 

The machinery and equipment 
that may be purchased under this 
temporary rationing plan will be 
divided into three groups. Far- 
mers wishing to purchase equip- 
ment listed in group A must file 
application with the dealer. This 
includes: tractors, hay balers, 
disk harrows, feed grinders and 
combines, 

Those wishing to purchase ma- 
chinery listed in group B must do 
So by filing certificate of need 
with dealer. This group includes: 
mold board plows, horse-drawn 
disk plows, stalk cutters, weed- 
ers, and cultivators. 

Articles listed in group C may 
be purchased by farmers without 
use of purchasing certificates or 
certificates of need. These arti- 
cles are: hoes, rakes, forks, shoy- 
els, all hand-operated machinery, 
one and two horse drawn farm 
machinery not included in group 
A, 

Dealers, according to their in- 
structions, will complete the nec- 
essary steps in order that goods 
be delivered to the purchaser.

Iba Draft Board 
Backs Smith In 
Work Order 


Coffee County Local Draft 
Board No, 1, at Elba, was on rec- 
ord Saturday as fully endorsing: 
the stand taken last week by 
Brig. Gen, Ben M. Smith, State 
selective service director, in or- 
dering Alabama draft boards to 
immediately re-classify any work- 
er who strikes while working 
on @ war job in industry. 

Gen, Smith's action followed a 
walkout of 10,000 shipyard work- 
ers at Mobile in protest to a new 
five cent ferry fare to their em- 
ployment on Pinto Island in Mo- 
bile Bay, and the Blba board was 
the first of the Wiregrass boards 
to take a strong position in the 
matter, 

Notification of the board's 
stand was forwarded to General 
Smith by T. D, Kendrick, clerk, 
acting for the entire board, In 
the letter, the board stated: 

“We want to congratulate you 
on your stand as State Director 
of Selective Service, and _ this 
Board promises you our full co- 
operation in seeing that every 
man who is registered with this 
ee and is deferred from mil- 
itary duty by reason of his occu- 
pation, who lays down his tools 
and walks out on a defense ‘job on 
any kind of a strike, will be im- 
diately reclassified in 1-A and put 
into the Army. 

“This Board has no _ patience 
with any man who will strike for 
any reason in a critical time like 
this. It is not fair, it is not right 
and it is not just to defer a man 
to do a job in the defense of this 
country and he, because of some 
frivolous agitation, walks out on 
| this job. We promise you, that 
should any of the registrants of 
this Board walk out on a strike, 
we will draft him in the Army 
with pleasure.”

We are in the midst of a world 
war between the forces of those 
who want rights for themselves 
and for those who want rights for 
all men who accept their duty 
toward others. Hitler has stated 
the Axis case—the master race 
of Germans are to rule the worl 
with all other peoples working for 
them. He has declared there is 
to be no religion but the worship 
of the Nazi state. Our Secretary 
of State has stated our case when 
he said, “We have always believed 
—and we believe today—that all 


peoples, without distinction of 
race, color or religion, who are 
prepared and willing to accept 


the responsibilities of liberty, are 
entitled to its enjoyment.” 

Now we must retrace our steps 
and follow once more the path of 
duty. We must do what we 
ought to do. We must live up to 
what we know to be right, not 
stand on our rights. 

What that duty is, we know. 
We are a free people, with a her- 
itage of thinking for ourselves, 
not of servilely following com- 
mands of a dictator. We know 
what is right and what is wrong. 
No matter what the religion to 
which we owe allegiance, we have 
learned as children from those in 
spiritual authority over us, what 
our duty is. We must put into 
practice what we know. 

We have a duty to perform— 
let us use that duty as our guide- 
post in all our acts. If we do, 
the victory will be ours.

FAITH IN CHRIST AS OUR 
PERSONAL SAVIOUR 


LESSON TEXT—Acta 16:13-15; Ro- 
mana 5;1-11, ; 

GOLDEN TEXT—Therefore being jJus- 
tifled by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ,—Romans 

+ 


Salvation through Christ is the 
way, and the only way, into the 
Christian life; therefore, there could 
be no other subject ‘more suitable 
than that of our lesson to begin 
our brief series of ‘Studies in the 
Christ Life." 

Our lesson for today tells us first 
how one comes into a personal sav- 
ing faith, and then gives Paul's 
statement of the result of saving 
faith in the changed life of the be- 
liever. 


I. The Opened Beart (Acts 16: 
13-15). 

Paul and his companions on their 
important errand for the Master, 
bearing the news of the gospel, had 
first known His guidance by hin- 
drance, by the closed door; and 
then by the direction of the Spirit 
into the open door, revealed in the 
vision of the man of Macedonia. 

Here in Philippi they found not 
only an open door, but an open 
heart, one which the Holy Spirit had 
made ready for the preaching of the 
Word of God. ‘Faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the word 
of God”’ (Rom, 10:17). 

Note that while Lydia was a wom- 
an of ability and culture, and a wor- 
shiper of God, yet she needed the 
message of redemption through 
faith in Christ. 

Lydia evidenced the truth of her 
profession of faith by open testimony 
and by a desire for fellowship in 
putting forward the work of God (v. 
15). Salvation is by faith apart from 
works, but a saving faith is always 
one which wonks, 


Il, The Transformed Life (Rom. 
§:1-11), 

This is one of the great passages 
of Scripture, rich in doctrinal instruc- 
tion, presenting through Paul an il- 
luminating discussion of justifica- 
tion by faith. 

This lesson affords an opportunity 
for teachers to learn and present to 
classesymuch needed truth along the 
line of Bible doctrine. There is not 
enough teaching of this type. Peo- 
ple seem to prefer a little devotional 
study, or the discussion of current 
events, possibly in the light of 
prophecy. These are good, but it 
is of first importance that Chris- 
tians be informed regarding doc- 
trine, 

We find in this Scripture the glori- 
ous transformation of life which 
comes to the one who takes Christ 
as Saviour, as we note the seven 
results of God’s justifying grace. 


1. Peace (v, 1). The human heart 
craves spiritual peace and knows 
that it can be found only when sin 
has been dealt with and put away. 
For sin cannot be condoned or ig- 
nored, There must be justification, 
and that can come only through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 


2.. Grace (v. 2). A peace with 
God brings the peace of God into 
our hearts. We have that peace be- 
cause we have by faith come into 
the place of God’s favor. No long- 
er strangers or outsiders, we have 
come in (“have access’’) to His 
place of grace and favor. 


3. Hope'(vv. 2b, 5a). Our faith 
not only brings present peace, but 
causes us to see future glory. Such 
a hope puts us in a right attitude 
toward God, and the things of life, 
including tribulations (v. 3), are 
rightly valued and understood. Even 
our troubles become evidences of 
His love in which we may glory. 


4. Love (vv. 5b-8). God's love 
which gave His Son to die for our 
sins becomes the ‘‘shed abroad” por- 
tion of every believer in Him. It 
Was an unmeasurably great love, 
and it all centers in Calvary. 


5. Saved From Wrath (v, 9). The 
wrath of God is minimized or de- 
nied in much modern theology, but 
it is nonetheless a very ‘‘real and 
awful affection of the divine na- 
ture.”’ But the Christ who died for 
sinners will surely deliver the saints 
from the wrath of God against sin. 


6. Reconciled (v. 16). The death 
of Christ, which justified man has 
accepted by faith, brought recon- 
ciliation. Atonement had been 
made for sin, and the One who died 
is alive again, a living Saviour. 


7. Joy (vy. 11). And why not? 
Such a revelation of what our re- 
demption includes should make ev- 
ery believer in Christ rejoice in God. 
The One who is the sinner’s judge 
is the believer’s joy! That is the 
glorious transformation which takes 
place when one believes. 

Some unbeliever who has read 
these lines thus far must by now 
be eager to have these things true 
in his life. Well, why not? ‘“Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved” (Acts 16:31). 
Then read again those majestic and 
joyful words in Romans 5:1: 
“Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have’’—yes, I have ‘peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ,’”’

He did not specify what date 
the program would start’ but the 
unofticial guess was around the 
middle of November, 

He acted two weeks after Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's special rubber 
investigating cominittee had rec- 
ommended nationwide rationing 
and other rigid motoring restric- 
tions to avert “both a military 
and @ Civilian collapse.’’ The com- 
mittee headed by Bernard M, Ba- 
ruch, warned that the choice lay 
between “discomfort and defeat.” 

Follows Eastern Pattern 

Nationwide rationing will be 
patterned after the permanent 
program which went into effect 
in the East July 22, This restricts 
non-essential driving to 2,880 
miles per year, Non-essential mo- 
torists receive “A' books which 
permit them to purchase 32 gal- 
lons over & two-month period. 

Supplementary gasoline allow- 
ances are provided for more es- 
sential motorists who fall into 
and ‘'C,” 

A. “B" book permits its user a 
maximum mileage of 470 miles a 
month, Those eligible for such a 
book are persons with essential 
occupations and those who can 
show that they have formed car- 
sharing clubs, 

A “C” book is tailored to the 
needs of the most essential driv- 
ers—such as those engaged in 
war industries. 

Jeffers also called for a univer- 
sal 35 miles an hour speed limit, 
pointing out it will not only save 
gasoline but extend the life of 
tires by 40 per cent, 

His rationing directive con- 
formed with the Baruch commit- 
tee’s recommendations but did 
not follow the committee’s rec- 
ommendations concerning admin- 
istration of the program. 

The committee recommended 
that nationwide rationing be in- 
stituted under the policies to be 
determined by the Office of De- 
fense Transportation and imple- 
mented by the OPA. 

ODT Will Supervise 

His directive centers adminis- 
trative authority in the OPA al- 
though it directs that after the 
program has been undertaken, 
the ODT will review the program 
from the standpoint of its effects 
upon the transportation service 
of the nation, 

Jeffers warned that the average 
motorist will get no more rubber 
until production exceeds supplies 
needed by the military and for 
essential civilian uses, 

He said rubber must and will 
be provided for the nation’s mil- 
itary needs and to meet commit- 
ments to our allies, 

“The rubber for essential civil- 
ian needs also must be provided,’ 
he said. 

The existing arrangements be- 
tween the Office of Defense 
Transportation and the Office of 
Price Administration concerning 
rationing of gasoline for commer- 
cial vehicles will be continued 
and extended throughout the na- 
tion, the directive ordered. 

Jeffers noted, in his first order 
since taking office as the rubber 
“czar,” that he has been charged 
with three principal duties: 

1. To provide the rubber for 
military needs. 

2. To provide tires for essential 
civilian driving and rubber for es- 
sential manufacturing needs, 

8. To accomplish these two re- 
quirements with as little dis- 
turbance as possible to the eco- 
nomic life of our citizens. 

Up To Auto Owners 

After pledging that rubber for 
essential civilian and manufac- 
turing needs would be met Jef- 
fers said that the duty of keeping 
this nation’s economic life from 
breaking down, “is in the hands 
of each of the 27,000,000 civilian 
drivers in’ the nation.” 

“Wach one is a soldier in this 
rubber war—and I believe all 
will be volunteers,” he said. 

“To accomplish this it is neces- 
sary for all of us to start on a 
common basis and to stick to it 
for the duration,” he said. 

“TJ believe it can be done most 
fairly by fixing a maximum speed 
limit of not to exceed 35 miles 
per hour and by nationwide ra- 
tioning of gasoline.” 

He said that he was anxious t+ 
avoid the necessity for any addi- 
tional curtailment of either the 
speed limit or the rationing pro- 
grams now proposed. 

He is eager, he added, to avoid 
any enforced regimentation and 
he asked the motorists to “he 
your own policeman.” 

“T ask—and I am sure we will 
have—the wholehearted support 
and cooperation of all citizens,” 
he declared. 

"I know everybody is anxious
